Ci-iarlks Scribner's Sons will publish next 
month “Henrik Ibsen/’ by Edmund Gossc, a 
new volume in the Literary Lives Series. A 
little later they will bring out a volume on 
■“The American Constitution,” by Professor 
Frederic Jesup Stimson, (“J. S. of Dale,”) a 
leading authority on the subject of Constitu¬ 
tional Law and American Statute Law, which 
includes eight lectures delivered this fall in the 
Lowell Institute. The lectures attracted wide 


attention, and the book is a contribution of 
very remarkable interest to the discussion of 
the most important contemporary American 
problems. The national powers, the rights of 
the states and' the liberties of the people, as 
derived from the Constitution, are dealt with 
in the eight chapters, some of the titles of 
which indicate the course of Mr. Stimson’s 
discussion: “The Meaning of the Constitu¬ 
tion,” “Constitutional Rights Peculiar to 
American and English Freemen,” “Religious 
Liberty and the Freedom of Labor,” “The De¬ 
velopment of the People’s Rights, their In¬ 
fringement by Kings and their Re-establish¬ 
ment by the People.” 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish on January 
17, a novel by Roy Norton, entitled “The 
Vanishing Fleets.” The story is of the “Look¬ 
ing Backward” sort. It opens with the as¬ 
tounding apathy prevailing in the United 
States when war with Japan was imminent. 
An imaginary secretary of the British Em¬ 
bassy was ordered home to give information 
to the British Government. Lie was in love 
with the daughter of an eccentric inventor. 
Japan has sent the most formidable fleet of 
warships ever mobilized to attack our Pacific 
Coast. England likewise sent a squadron to 
American waters, in order to pacify Canada, 
then in a state of unrest. Just then the world 
was electrified by the news of the disappear¬ 
ance of both the Japanese and English navies 
from the face of the earth. The story de¬ 
scribes the inventions of the eccentric inventor, 
whose system of radioactive levitation is re¬ 
sponsible for the mysterious disappearance of 
so many actors in the plot. The end comes 
with the inauguration of universal peace, 
thanks to the humane dictation of the United 
States. Throughout the story runs a thread 
of romance which end's happily in a dramatic 
scene at the very close. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons will publish shortly 
“The Prolongation of Life,” optimistic essays 
by Elie Metchnikoff, sub-director of the Pas¬ 
teur Institute, translated by authority of the 
author by Dr. P. Chalmers Mitchell, who also 
furnishes an introduction. In this work Pro¬ 
fessor Metchnikoff expounds at greater length, 
in the light of additional knowledge gained in 
the last few years, his main thesis that human 
life is not only unnaturally short but unnatur¬ 
ally burdened with physical and mental dis¬ 
abilities. He analyzes the causes of these dis¬ 
harmonies and explains his reasons for hop¬ 
ing that they may be counteracted by a ra¬ 
tional hygiene. Finally he discusses the so¬ 
cial and moral aspects of his proposals. They 
have also nearly ready “Through Italy with 
Car and Camera,” by Dan Fellows Platt, a 
lively description of an extended automobile 
trip through Italy which will appeal alike to 
the art lover and motorist; also, “The Palaces 
of Crete and Their Builders,” by Angelo 
Mosso, who as an anthropologist was led 
from researches on the prehistoric Italians to 
an investigation of the remains in Crete, where 
the ages of stone and bronze can be studied 
more thoroughly than in Italy. Dr. Mosso’s 
new book is a graphic account of the results 
of the excavations in Crete by the British and 
Italian Schools of Archaeology.

THE BOOKTRADE IN 1907. 

It was hardly to be expected that the trade 
in books during the year now coming to an 
end should parallel or even approach the high- 
water mark of 1906—a year of unexampled 
prosperity—and yet, reports from various parts 
of the country would indicate that the seem¬ 
ingly impossible has actually been achieved, 
and that the retail bookseller, at least, has 
cause to congratulate himself that he has 
come out of the difficulties that almost para¬ 
lyzed trade in general in such a satisfactory 
condition. 

The year began encouragingly enough. The 
impetus given to bookselling in the latter part 
of 1906 kept business in books moving well 
into the spring. The Valentine season again 
was an unusually busy and profitable one. 
With the advent of summer, the weatherwise, 
taking heed of the clouds that were then al¬ 
ready gathering on the horizon of the money 
market, began to prepare for a storm, and kept 
their purchases down closer than ever to prob¬ 
able demands. Notwithstanding this tendency 
to economize, however, the publishing trade 
did remarkably well until the end of October, 
when the long-feared storm in the financial 
world broke out, and the timid seemed in 
danger of losing hope and courage altogether. 
Fortunately for the entire booktrade there were 
enough enterprising men in it who did not 
lose their heads, and who realized that the 
.best way to overcome a paralyzing, panicky 


feeling was to cultivate and spread a spirit 
of optimism. By these the day was saved, and 
early in December conditions in the retail 
trade began to improve. 

Shopping began later than usual; but as the 
days passed, in spite of some unfavorable 
weather conditions, the shops became more 
and more crowded and the bookseller, as 
never before, was hard pressed to do justice 
to the demands made upon his resources to 
supply with even approximate promptness all 
the demands made upon him. With the re¬ 
tailers’ shelves full, and the delay in holiday 
shopping, there were naturally fewer re-orders 
than in former years; but, on the whole, there 
were also fewer cancellations of orders lhan 
was the case in some former years, all of 
which is encouraging as a sign that the retail 
bookseller has reduced his stocks more com¬ 
pletely than in other seasons, and will be in 
better shape next year to buy larger quanti¬ 
ties of new stock than ever before. The trade 
in post-card's this season was monumental, as 
may be gathered from the report of Post¬ 
master Morgan that upwards of ten million 
picture post-cards were mailed this Christmas 
season from the New York City post office 
alone. The demand for novelties and pictures 
was almost phenomenal. In every direction 
the booktrade seems to have held its own ex¬ 
cepting its members dealing in expensive and 
rare books. 

Of course, certain sections of the country 
were more favored than others, and there 
will be some who will hear with surprise 
of the general good report of the trade in 
books done this year, notwithstanding that 
their share in it has not come up to their ex¬ 
pectations. Wherever the bookseller has 
been enterprising and keen to take advantage 
of the conditions by bringing his goods to the 
attention of the public he has reaped his re¬ 
ward, while the timid and half-hearted’ book¬ 
seller, who kept himself in the background, has 
been a loser. This season has indeed offered 
many an object lesson in what a knowledge 
of merchandizing, combined with a knowledge 
of goods, may accomplish in attracting trade 
and in extracting profit from it. 

As to the general status of the book- 
trade, that has been better than ever. Under¬ 
selling for the first time in years has been al¬ 
most unknown and generally restricted to ob¬ 
scure sources that were dried up as quickly as 
they became known. The American Publish¬ 
ers’ Association did excellent work in stimu¬ 
lating and encouraging the retail trad'e in over¬ 
coming the difficulties that were threatening 
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it on the eve of holiday shopping, and by lib¬ 
eral advertising they impressed the public that 
the causes of the trouble were psychologic 
rather than economic. The publishers also 
helped trade greatly by producing better books 
more attractively planned, printed and bound 
than ever, thus giving the purchaser a large 
•and safe choice. 

The whole trade is to be congratulated for 
its good work during the year. With im¬ 
proved financial conditions, the resumption of 
work by many concerns that closed down dur¬ 
ing the scare and other evidences that times 
are “on the mend,” the trade may enjoy New 
Year’s day with the assurance that the coming 
year also is not without promise of prosperity. 


SINCLAIR TOUSEY TO KEEP MRS. 
HASTINGS’S STOCK. 

Sinclair Tousey has gained’ a victory over 
'George Gordon Hastings in his suit for 249 
shares of the Tousey Publishing Company. 
Justice Mills has handed down a decision 
granting Tousey the entire charge of the firm. 
By excluding Hastings from the corporation 
the justice practically disposed of two other 
motions that were before the court. 

Hastings had begun mandamus proceedings 
before Justice Greenbaum to inspect the books, 
while in the Appellate Division arguments 
had been heard as to the ownership of one 
share of stock necessary to control the cor¬ 
poration. Hastings’s action was withdrawn. 

Justice Mills’s decision came after a long 
litigation. Mrs. Rosalie Tousey, the daughter 
of Mrs. Margaret Todd, was found dead near 
Philadelphia in 1905, and after the death of 
her husband, Frank Tousey, was married to 
Hastings in London, to whom she willed her 
•entire estate. 

Sinclair Tousey alleged that before she 
made this will she promised him at her death 
all the stock of the Tousey Publishing Com¬ 
pany in her possession on condition that she 
should receive a salary of $30,000 a year for 
life as vice-president. Hastings said that under 
the terms of the will he w^as entitled to these 
shares, and he began counter proceedings to 
learn of the profits of the Tousey Company. 


STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE AN¬ 
NUAL MEETING AND DINNER. 

The annual meeting of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade will be held on January 7 at 
the rooms of the Board, 97 Nassau Street, 
New York City. At this meeting the election 
•of trustees will be held', and every member is 
requested Jo be present. The following have 
been appointed a committee to make arrange¬ 
ments for the annual dinner of the Board: 
A. B. Thomas* of Eberhard Faber; W. D. 
Bevin, of Boorum & Pease; John C. Petrie, of 
W. C. Horn Bro. & Co., and Harry Growtage, 
of C. T. Bainbridge’s Sons. The dinner will 
be given at the Waldorf-Astoria on the even¬ 
ing of March 18. 


THE STATUS OF THE GERMAN 
BOOKTRADE. 

The annual volume of the official directory 
of the German booktrade, published each year 
since 1839, at first by Otto August Schulz, 
and long known as “Schulz’s Addressbuch,” 
gives the following statistics of the present 
status of the German booktrade: 

The number of firms recorded in the 1908 
volume is 12,001, as against 11,737 firms repre¬ 
sented in the 1907 volume. Of these 3207 de¬ 
vote themselves exclusively to book publish¬ 
ing, 361 to art publishing, and 458 to music 
publishing. There are 151 retail dealers in art 
publications, 576 dealers in music, 236 dealers 
in old books and 7012 dealers in new and old 
books, art works, music, stationery, etc., as 
against 874 similar firms recorded in 1839. A 
number of these firms also publish books, etc. 

Included in the list of 7012 dealers noted 
above there are, exclusive of the firms that 
deal only in old books, 1772 firms who deal 
in both old and new r books. There are 562 
firms that deal in books published in parts. 
Sixty-eight firms publish this class of printed 
matter and 68 other firms both publish and 
retail it. 

In the department of art there are 2893 
publishers and retailers. There are 610 pub¬ 
lishers and retailers of maps, charts, globes, 
etc.; 3575 dealers and publishers are connected' 
with the music trade, and 633 manufacturers 
and dealers in teachers’ aids and appliances. 
There are 513 circulating libraries, 227 music 
lending libraries, 460 periodical and newspaper 
reading clubs. Though these lending libraries 
are conducted independently of any other busi¬ 
ness, frequently two and sometimes all three 
of the branches enumerated are conducted by 
the same firm. Altogether there are 1837 
lending libraries. 

There are 242 commissioners in the seven 
principal distributing centres. Of these 25 
are in Berlin, representing 204 principals; 10 
in Budapest, representing 53 principals; 160 
in Leipzig, representing 10,674 principals; 4 
in Prague, representing 49 principals; n in 
Stuttgart, representing 629 principals; 25 in 
Vienna, representing 527 principals, and 7 in 
Zurich, representing 63 principals. 

Of the publishing trade, 3112 firms distrib¬ 
ute their output either entirely or in part 
through Leipzig. 

Only 327 retail firms accept new publica¬ 
tions as they are issued; 7362 order their sup¬ 
plies as they are needed. 

The membership of the Borsenverein, (the 
Booktrade Association,) according to the re¬ 
port of October 30, 1907, numbers 3426; 1393 
firms that are not members have subscribed' to 
the regulations of the Borsenverein, and 789 
firms have subscribed to the rules regulating 
the remainder booksellers. 

The membership of the Association during 
the past year has been increased by 1019; 
290 firms during that period have gone out of 
existence, 959 firms have changed hands and 
69 have failed. The obituary list numbers 
129, of whom 54 were members of the Borsen¬ 
verein. 

The membership of the Borsenverein is dis- 
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tributed as follows: 1648 (9327 firms) are lo¬ 
cated in the German Empire; 358 (1044 firms) 
in Austro-Hungary; 78 (340 firms) in Switz¬ 
erland; 168 (1018 firms) in other parts of 
Europe; 66 (200 firms) in America; 16 (27 
firms) in Africa; 18 (36 firms) in Asia, and 
8 (9 firms) in Australia. 


MERCHANTS’ EXCURSIONS TO NEW 
YORK. 

The Merchants’ Association of New 
York announces that its application for mer¬ 
chants’ rates to New York during the spring 
buying season has been granted by the Trunk 
Line Association. The rates will be in effect 
on February 29 to March 4, inclusive, March 
14 to March 18, inclusive, with the customary 
fifteen-day return limit.

OLD BOOK NOTES. 

Twenty-eight letters and forty-seven pages 
of manuscript music, in the handwriting of 
Beethoven, have been unearthed in Vienna, 
Austria, by a local collector. He claims that 
the manuscripts are of undoubted authentic¬ 
ity. The letters are dated between 1816 and 
1823, the time of Beethoven’s greatest activity. 
The documents were found among papers in 
the possession of the family of M. Bernard, 
an Austrian author, who was a personal friend' 
of the great composer. 

The Ti-iompson-Pitt Company, 947 Eighth 
Avenue, New York City, have secured a por¬ 
tion of the library of scarce books left by 
George Sawyer, the old recluse of New Bed¬ 
ford 1 , Mass., who died several months ago. 
According to Mr. Pitt, Sawyer had on his 
dusty book shelves probably the most valuable 
private collection of matter about early New 
England in existence. The Sawyer * family 
lived originally in Nashua, N. H. George 
Sawyer, a chief justice, was a friend of Dan¬ 
iel Webster. He left to his son a large library, 
which the son added to. Sawyer, the son, 
decided to leave Nashua some twenty years 
ago, and, packing up all he owned, shipped 
everything to New Bedford, Mass., where he 
rented a little store, changed his name to 
John Smith, and sat down among his books 
and junk to read and wither away. Some of 
the boxes of books he never even opened. It 
is of record that Sawyer never swept out the 
place nor dusted’ his books,, but he once 
thrashed a man for spitting on the floor. He 
would sometimes sell a book, but usually did 
it under protest. After his death, which was 
caused by a fire, one of his two or three friends 
came forward, explained who “John Smith” 
was, and sent for a sister out in Ohio, who 
claimed’ his estate and disposed of his books.

Library. The first volume will be “A Brief 
Discourse of the Troubles at Frankfort, 1554- 
’58,” attributed to William Allingham. The 
volumes of the series will be issued monthly.

“The Good Neighbor,” Mary E. Rich¬ 
mond’s little monograph on conditions that 
affect neighborliness, recently published by 
the J. B. Lippincott Company, was received 
most cordially, and the demand required a sec¬ 
ond edition almost immediately after the ap¬ 
pearance of the volume. 

Martinus Nijiioff has just published the 
first volume of “De Ontwikkelingsgang der 
Nederland'sche Letterkunde,” by Dr. J. Te 
Winkel, professor of Dutch linguistics and lit¬ 
erature of the University of Amsterdam. The 
work will be completed in four volumes, and 
will cover the history of Dutch literature from 
the beginning until 1885. 

Little, Brown & Co. closed their publish¬ 
ing season of 1907 with the publication of 
their pocket edition of the masterpieces of 
Victor Hugo, in ten volumes, uniform in style 
and binding with their pocket editions of 
Dumas, Balzac and* Jane Austen. These 
pocket editions, because of their handy size, 
clear print, light but durable paper, and hand¬ 
some cloth and limp morocco bindings, have 
become great favorites with book lovers. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish on February 
i, De Morgan’s new book, “Somehow Good.” 
To disabuse the suspicion of some of this au¬ 
thor’s admirers lest he be overproducing it 
may be in place to state that before he pub¬ 
lished his first novel Mr. De Morgan had sev¬ 
eral completely written and several others 
carefully sketched out. So far from “Some- 
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how Good'” being diluted work, it is, in the 
unanimous opinion of the publishers’ readers, 
an advance on anything De Morgan has yet 
published. 

Hill Publishing Co. will publish before 
the close of the year a new edition of the 
“Handbook on Steam and Electrical Engi¬ 
neering,” by Henry C. Tulley; “Steam Tur¬ 
bines,” by Lester G. French; “A Manual of 
Fire Assaying,” by Charles H. Fulton, presi¬ 
dent of the South Dakota School of Mines; 
“Engine Room Chemistry,” by Professor Au¬ 
gustus H. Gill, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology; and “Mining, Mineral and 
Geological Law,” by Charles H. Shamel. 

A movement has been started’ in Cincinnati 
for the free distribution of books among 
burglars. The object seems to be the im¬ 
provement of the profession’s use of language 
by a closer study of English words. The po¬ 
lice are looking for the distributors of this 
free literature, as their inspiration was ob¬ 
tained from Hall N. Jackson’s bookstore, 36 
West Sixth Street, from which the burglars 
recently stole two large dictionaries. They 
also took enough cash to pay the expenses of 
the distribution. 

Temple Scott’s edition of Swift’s “Prose 
Works,” the twelfth and concluding volume 
of which will shortly appear in Bohn's Li¬ 
brary is to be followed up by a new and, so 
far as possible, complete edition of Swift’s 
correspondence. The Messrs. Bell have en¬ 
trusted the editorship to C. Litton Falkiner, 
who has already made his mark as the author 
of “Studies in Irish History and Biography.” 
Any one owning unpublished letters from or 
to Swift is requested to communicate with 
Mr. Falkiner at Mount Mapas, Killiney, Co. 
Dublin. 

The University of Chicago is bringing out 
a book by Kenyon L. Butterfield, president of 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College, en¬ 
titled “Chapters in Rural Progress.” Presi¬ 
dent Butterfield emphasizes in his book the 
importance of the social aspects of the rural 
community and describes some of the newer 
movements resulting in expansion of rural 
life. There are chapters on the work of the 
various agencies for rural development, such 
as the agricultural colleges, the farmers’ in¬ 
stitutes, rural schools, the Grange, the country 
church, etc. The author speaks from an in¬ 
timate knowledge of the work of these social 
institutions, gathered through many years’ ex¬ 
perience in close contact with agricultural 
education and organization. 

Harold Morton Kramer’s novel, “Gayle 
Langford’,” published by Lothrop, Lee & 
Shepard Co., is being dramatized by Joseph 
T. Mitchell, formerly lessee of the Empire 
Theatre, Boston, who will adopt from it a 
stirring patriotic play, entitled “The Conti¬ 
nental Captain.”^ In. place of one act will be 
a tableau of “Washington Crossing the Del¬ 
aware,” which will be unusually spectacular, 
owing to an ingenious arrangement for pro¬ 
pelling boats invented by Mr. Mitchell, and a 
superior form of artificial ice, also his inven¬ 
tion. Theatrical managers are already con¬ 


sidering the unique project of presenting this 
Revolutionary play in England, believing that 
it will succeed there owing to its spectacular 
excellence. It is to have a trial during the 
week of Washington’s birthday. 

The Oxford University Press will add 
• immediately to their Tudor and Stuart Li¬ 
brary “Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” and “A Lov¬ 
er’s Complaint” edited' with a critical intro¬ 
duction and notes by W. H. Hadow. The 
text is reprinted from the quarto of 1609 
in Fell type, with old-fashioned binding. Mr. 
Hadow contends that it cannot be too 
strongly insisted that the Sonnets, though 
lyric, have a dramatic basis, and that Shake¬ 
speare’s true self is revealed not in the story 
which they narrate, but in the judgments- 
on life and love which they contain. As re¬ 
gards “A Lover’s Complaint” Mr. Hadow is 
of opinion either that the poem is attributed 
to Shakespeare by a publisher’s error, or 
that, as so often happened, he shared the de¬ 
sign with a collaborator of lesser genius. 

The Library Committee of the National' 
Arts Club has arranged for its second annual 
exhibit of books at its galleries, 119 East 
Nineteenth Street, New York City, which 
will be open to the public until the end of the 
month. Among the publishers represented are 
the Century Company, the Funk & Wagnalls 
Company, Bruno Hessling, the Grafton Press,. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
G. E. Steeliert & Co., Longmans, Green & Co.,, 
the Macmillan Company, Plarper & Brothers, 
Dodd, Mead & Co., Frederick A. Stokes 
Company, Paul Elder & Co., A. Wessels Co.,. 
Robert Grier Cooke and the Baker & Taylor 
Co. The object of the committee is to induce 
publishers to show their best work, especially 
their fine art publications, of which some fine 
examples are on exhibit, giving evidence of 
remarkable progress, notably in fine color 
work. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish early next 
year a new story by George Barr McCutcheon,. 
the title of which will be announced later; 
also the following new fiction: “The Vigil,”" 
by Harold Bigbie; “The Lord of the World,” - 
by Robert Hugh Benson; “The Moon of 
Bath,” by Beth Ellis; “The Mother of the 
Man,” a new story by Eden Phillpotts, which 
has been running serially in The Bookman; 
“Exton Manor,” by Archibald Marshall; “On 
the Knee of the Gods,” by Anna Bowman 
Dodd; “The Magnet,” by Will Lillibridge; 
and “The Lady of Cleeve,” by Percey J. Ha- 
villy. They have also in preparation “A Guide 
to the West Indies,” by Frederick A. Ober, 
which will include every island in the West 
Indian archipelago, and not only give descrip¬ 
tions of each one, its attractions, resources, 
climate, history, hotels, etc., but also the routes 
thither from the Atlantic ports of the United 
States, Canada, England and Europe; also, 
“Passages from the Past,” by the Duke of 
Argyl.
